-Washington (£•)—President Ei- 


senhower and India's Prime Min- 
ister Nehru returned to Washing- 
ton today after an overnight stay 
at Gettysburg, Pa., and more than 
12 hours of informal conversation 
on world problems. 


The President and his guest left 


Eisenhower's farm near Gettys- 
burg at 8:52 a.-m. EST on the mo- 
tor trip to Washington. They ar- 
rived an hour and 40 minutes 
later. 


No announcement was made as 


to the subjects taken up by the 
two leaders during the Gettysburg 
stay. It was taken for ^granted, 
however, that their discussions 
concerned domestic policies that 
many countries are following and 
also international political and 
military affairs such' as those cur- 
rent in Eastern . Europe _ and the 
Mddle .East. 


As the black limousine in which 


they returned here stopped in 
front "of the Blair House, the gov- 
ernment's official quarters for dis- 
tinguished visitors, a small crowd 
gathered. There ' was some sur- 
prise voiced when neither Eisen- 
hower nor hia guest left the car 
right away hut instead sat side- 
by-side in the back seat for per- 
haps a minute. Apparently, they 
were only making small talk.

Providence, R. I. (IP) — Re- 


publican Christopher Del Sesto, 
49-year-old former Democrat, to- 
day was Rhode Island's governor- 
elect but a court test looms over 
the validity of votes which brought 
him victory. 


With only 340 absentee ballots 


still to be counted from the elec- 
tion six weeks ago, Del Sesto led 
Democratic incumbent Dennis J. 
Roberts by 509 votes—194,848 to 
194,339. 


Roberts, seeking a fourth term 


as governor, threatened court ac- 
tion over the validity of absentee 
and shut-in ballots. 


But Del Sesto declared at a 


news conference: 


"I am the governor now, baited 


on the vote. If they think they're 
going to take it away from me, 
they're going to have an awful 
fight on their hands." 


Roberts led by 207 votes after 


the counting of ballots cast on vot- 
ing machines Nov. 6. Counting of 
10,000 absentee ballots did not 
start until Dec. 5 because of a 
state laxv.- 


John G. Coffey, counsel for Rob- 


erts, took exception to the cdunt- 
ing of "certain absentee and ab- 
sentee shut-in ballots" by the 
Rhode Island Board of Elections. 


He asked the board to discard 


the ballots on the ground that the

voting to election day.

Warsaw (IP) — Poland and the 


Soviet Union have signed a formal 
agreement 'spelling out many of 
the technicalities to govern future 
operations of Russian troops in 
Poland. 


The accord concluded last night 


followed up the broad agreement 
reached last month In Moscow 
during the visit of Wladyslaw 
Gomulka, Poland's "nationalist" 
Communist party chief. 


Stipulating that Soviet troops 


are in Poland "temporarily," the 
agreement declares again that 
Polish sovereignty will be respect- 
ed and that Soviet forces will not 
interfere in Poland's domestic af- 
fairs. 
Many other parts of the 


agreement read like a pact be- 
tween the United States and an 
NATO 
ally 
where 
American 


troops are stationed. 


The agreement elaborates on 


- previous concessions to Poland of 


veto powers over the size and 
movement of Russian troops in 
this country, even on training 
maneuvers. 
But key items left 


subject to later "special agree- 
ments" included the size and de- 
ployment of the Russian detach- 
ments, regulations governing the 
movement of Soviet troops in and 
out of Poland and the use of Po- 
lish military installations or public 
utilities 'by the Soviets. Agree- 
ments on these items are sched- 
uled to be worked out within three 
months.

Japan Admitted To 
United Nations As 
The 80th Member 


United Nations, N. Y. (&) — 


Japan was admitted to the United 
Nations by a unanimous vote to- 
day. It became the 80th member 
of the world organization. 


The action took place in the 


General Assembly on the unani- 
mous recommendation of the 11- 
nation Security Council. 


Japan's admission had 
been 


held up almost five years by So- 
viet vetoes. Russia withdrew its 
opposition following the signing of 
an agreement with Japan last 
week ending the state of war be- 
tween the two countries.

SECRETARY IS 
IN FAVOR OF 
VISIT BY TITO 


Washington, (IP)—Secretary of 


State Dulles said today there may 
bo some streamlining of the U. S. 
divisions in Europe, but that there 
s no plan to reduce American mili- 
tary strength there. 


Dulles made this statement at 


a news conference. It was in re- 
sponse to questions about specula- 
tion that American forces in Eu- 
rope might be cut substantially in 
order to get Soviet forces out of 
the satellite states of Eastern Eu- 
rope. 


The fact is, Dulles said, that 


there has been no change in tha 
Eastern European situation suffi- 
cient to justify a reappraisal of 
U. S. military dispositions in Eu- 
rope. 


Dulles then said the U. S. gov- 


ernment is very open-minded to- 
ward any suggestion that might be 
made as to the future status— 
neutrality or otherwise—of East- 
ern European countries like Po- 
land and Hungary. 


The United States, ha said, 


would like to take away the fear 
of Soviet leaders that their sys- 
tem would be endangered if they 
facilitate the process of increasing 
independence for the satellite coun- 
tries. 


At his first news conference in 


six weeks, Dulles made these other i 
points: 


1. Sympathetic consideration Is 


being given to the idea of inviting 
•President Tito-^of-."Yugoslavia to'" 
visit the United States. Talks be- 
tween Tito and President Eisen- 
hower would serve a useful pur- 
pose, Dulles said. 


2. The United States stands by 


its offer of Aug. 26, 1055, to un- 
derwrite a permanent peace set- 
tlement between Israel and the 
Arab states but tensions over the 
Suez situation and the British- 
French and Israeli clashes with 
Egypt have dimmed the prospects. 
for any early peace settlement.

Pedestrian safety will be stressed during Decem- 


ber through a special campaign, "Back the Attack on 
Traffic Accidents," which was launched this month 
and will continue through 1957, the Council says.

: drinking. 


The purpose of the campaign is, first, to encour- 


; age public officials to step up the attack, and, second, 
to stimulate citizens to back the attack on traffic ac-

A company official 
indicated 


that a seeming 
paradox—rising 


circulations offset by increasing 
publishing costs and dwindling ad- 
vertising revenues—signaled 
the 


end of the two magazine giants. 


The 15-member Board of Direc- 


tors of Crowell-Collier Publishing 
Co. wrote the death notice last 
night by voting to discontinue pub- 
lication. 


Paul C. Smith, company presi- 


dent and board "chairman, said the 
two magazines, with a combined 
circulation of nearly &y2 million, 
lost more than TV, million dollars 
this year. 


He blamed it on increasing costs 


and declining revenue fiom adver- 
tisements despite a peak or near 
peak circulations for both^periodi- 
cals. 


Affected were some 2,600 em- 


ployes, more than half of whom 
faced a jobless future in less than 
a month.

the stockholders to "protect their 
investment" resulted in the deci-
